Users submit administrative and formal amendment requests to CMAP staff. 

 

 

CMAP staff confirms type of amendment:   

Admin or Formal and accepts changes 

 

 

 

Admin Amendments  Formal Amendments 

 

 

Accepted change is posted to project on eTIP public 

site. Approval date: Pending 

 

 

 

Accepted change is included in Amendment Report 

for public comment and CMAP TC action.  

Approval date:  Pending 

 

 

CMAP staff closes amendments 

 

 

Admin amendment is approved by CMAP staff. 

Approval date: closing date.  

Admin amendment is complete 

 

 

 

 

 

 

 

Formal amendment is posted to eTIP public site for  

7 days public comment 

 

 

CMAP TC approves formal amendment. 

 

 

MPO approval date is recorded.  State and 

Federal reviewers are notified. 

 

CMAP staff opens next Admin and  

Formal Amendments 

 

 

 

State approves CMAP TIP Amendment and processes 

STIP amendment (by reference). State approval date 

is recorded. Federal reviewers are notified. 

 

 

FHWA and FTA independently approve TIP and STIP 

amendment. FHWA and FTA approval dates are 

recorded.  CMAP, IDOT Central 

Office, FHWA, and FTA are notified. 

 

 

Amended project record is displayed on the eTIP 

public site with all approval dates. 

Semi-Annual Conformity Amendments 

Conformity Amendments are a type of Formal 

Amendment. From opening for changes to MPO 

approval takes 3 – 4 months. 

The Amendment Report is reviewed by the 

CMAP TC and released for 30 days public 

comment, after which the TC makes a 

recommendation to the MPO Policy Committee 

for approval. 

Upon MPO Policy Committee approval, the MPO 

approval date is recorded and the remainder of 

the Formal Amendment process is followed. 

Occasionally, amendments of any type may be 

approved through Tier II Consultation. 
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
